Rear-Admtral Dor Pascual Cervera, of Topate, 
was bora st Medina Sidonia, In the province of 
Cadiz, and at the age of thirteen cotered ihe 
Royal Spanish Naval College as a cadet. ‘He 
gained in bis final pre!imioary exem!nation an 
honourable mention as |“ Excellent,” and in 
June, 1855 vecelved bls first commission. He 
was first posted to the Velasco, a vessel 
named -alter, Dao Lule Velasco, the herolce 
defender of the Morro Caatle at Uarana against 
Lord Alb:marla In 1762, and was thence 
transfered sueressively: to the Casiffla, 
Lepanto, fsabel.
